In the year under lepoit tlieie has been no chan^^e in the pcisoiiiiel of the Personnel 
Depcirtmeiit, except the lesiguation of Mr T Strmivas from the Honorary 
post of Assistant vSupcrmteiiclent of Aich<eolog:y foi Epigraphy Mi Strmivas’ 
tenuie of service m the Douimions was maiked by an entliusiastic devotion to 
his self-imposed duties and a p.issioiirite love tor In'* subject Dm mg a short 
time he was able to bung to light a iiumbei of antiquities and epigiaphs at 
Garla, Ktilpak, Nagai and y.iiidhar.and the severance ot his connection with the 
Department is a distinct loss to it But, fortunately, Di b D Barnett of the 
British Museum, whose deep interest m the epigraphy of the Dominions is well 
known, has generously jnomised to lend his valuable assistance m the decipher- 
ment of importanl mural records, and tlirougli the good offices of Sir John 
Marshall, whose help the Dejiartnieiit cannot lully acknowledge, the scholar- 
ship of Indian Saiiskntists -Messis Krishna Sastii and D R Bhaiidaikar— has 
more than once been placed at the disjiosal ot His Highness’ (/overnment 

My tours extended to Medak, Nalgouda, Warangal, Hidai , Viirangabad and loiir* 
Raichiii distiicts, and by the sjiecial jier mission of ('»overninent I spent a few 
days at Bijapur also My visit to the last-mentioned place \cas ol the utmost use 
to me 111 studying the Bidai monuments, and in placing them m then coirect 
pcrs])cctive m relation to othei South Indian Muslim monuments The details 
of my tours are given m my diarv published herewith {vide Apjieiidiv A) 

The fine moiiunicnts of Bidar have been carefully examined, and a detailed conservation, 
programme of repaiis to them has been appiovcd by (iovernment The most 
important monument thcie is the Madiasa of Mahmud Gawan, comprising tlie 
mosque, the library hall, the lecture rooms, the piofcssors’ lodgings and the 
students’ cubicles The Iront ol the building is decorated with tiles of vaiious 
colours, and is flanked with two lofty lumarets, which rise to a height ot loo 
leet The foiiii of the minarets, like that of Chand Miiiar of Daulatabad, shows 
distinct Persian influence, especially as regards the apex and the balconies The 
Madrasa was m a flourishing condition in the time ot Phri^ta, staffed as it was 
by professors and divines from the most distant countries of Asia, .md equipped 



with a library of 3,<)ou inamiscrijits In 169(1 ad , the building suffered great 
damage from lightning which deprived it of half of its front and half of the 
southern wing Through the neglect of several centuries this superb monument 
has fallen into a shameful state of dilapidation , but adequate measures are now 
being taken to make the existing portions of the building structurally sound, 
and to improve their appearance by the lemoval of debris and rubble walls from 
the Ulterior, the excavation of the high plinth, and the levelling and turfing of 
the surrounding lands 

In the Bidar Fort the Rangin Mahall is a picturesqe monument of the Barid 
vShahi kings It consists of several vaulted apartments decorated with enamels 
and mothei-o’-pearl woik The Royal Room (vShah Nisbhi) had a hall in fiont of it, 
suppoited on exquisitely carved wooden pillars which were also beautifully painted 
and gilded The paintings and gilt have unfortunately all disappeared, and 
the carvings as well have been concealed under a thick coat of white-wash which 
had been applied strenuously foi over a (pi.irtei of a century In removing the 
plaster from the carvings it was tcaied that the use of strong chemicals might 
piove deleterious to the wood, and consequently the matter was leferred to the 
Director Oeneral of Vrchaeology and to several expert chemists for opinion They 
have suggested that a weak solution of acetic acid may be found useful in remov- 
ing the plaster from the pillars without causing any injury to the fine carving 
beneath , but when the plastei has been removed the action of the acid should 
be stopped by washing the whole of the surface with a weak solution of soda 
carbonate in w^ater 

Another important building in the Fort, the conservation of which has been 
recommended to Government on an extensive scale, is the vSola Khamb Mosque 
The architecture of the monunicnt is grand yet solemn, quite in keeping with 
the Islamic idea of a place ol worship The building has several historical asso- 
ciations, not the least interesting ainoiig them being the recital of the Wiutbah 
in the name of Shajahan in 165(1, on the conquest ol Bidar Imrt by x\uiangzeb 
The mosque has suffered consideiablc stiuctural detriment m the past, and some 
of the fissuies m the roof and the wall appear threatening 

\ note upon requisite measures of conservation, which consist of resetting 
loose masonry, exjiosmg the plinths and the lemoval of lank vegetation, has also 
been ajiproved by Oovcinineiit in resjiect of the Zenana palaces and the Takht 
Mahall The latter building was the Throne Hall of the great Bahmani kings 
and lecalls the memory of many a scene of mirth and joy To extol the magnifi- 
cence of the Hall the poet Adjiari composed the following quatrain - 
“ How grand is this strongly built palace, 

Thioiigh the excessive loftiness of which, the sky is but as a step at its 
threshold 

’Tis an niipropnety to comjiaie it with Heaven , 

Verily, it is the jialaee of the Dord of the Universe, Ahmad Bahman 
v^ah ” 

At .1 distance of two miles from Bidar, in the village called Asbtur, he the 
tombs of the Bahmani kings, which are twelve m number They have a uniform 
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style— standing on squaie bases surnionnted by l)ull)ous domes, some of which .iie 
of gigantic dimensions The chiet mlcrest of the tombs, howevei , lies in then 
rich decoration of enamels and paintings vSeveral of these tombs have fallen 
badly out of repaii, and immediately after my inspection m December, 1015 
(Baihmati, 25 F ) I submitted a report on their conservation, which has since 
been approved by Oovernment, and the estimates are undei preparation in the 
PiiVdic Works Department 

Among the buildings of Ridar Ihc tomb of \li Barid possesses a unique 
interest for students of Indian .irehitectiiie on account of its perfect piopor- 
tions Another feature of this monument is the huge side openings which admit 
to the interior of the building .1 large volume of light .ind an, thus differing from 
other Muslim tombs, where the mteiiors aie generally kejit dark and enclosed, 
111 order to give them a sombre aspect This nionument is 111 good pieserv.i- 
tion,but to show it to full advantage it has been proposed to niipiove its sui- 
roundnigs by laying down tiiif and ffowci-beds Smiihir measures have also been 
proposed m respect of the tombs ot khan Jahan Barid, Amii Baiid and ‘Ah 
Barid II 

Passing on to the Oulbarga distiict, I noticed in my last yeai’s Report the 
discovery of the remains ot a Ilmdii temple tonnd buried under the r<im])arts ot 
the Fort The remains weie exposed under my nistiuc lions, but the result has 
proved contrary to my expectation, and what were considered the mandap’^ of 
an old temple turned out ’to be guard- rooms on either side ot an old gateway 
of the Fort, which was probably blocked lor purposes of defence These 
guard-rooms are similar m design to those attached to the J^astein Gate of 
the Foit, and have been built ot masonry originally belonging to old Hindu 
temples 

Inside the Fort, besides the Great Mosque, the only remains of any architec- 
tural interest are the two rows of rooms on either side ot the road leading from 
the Western Gate The roots ot these rooms are outwardly pyramidal, quite 
characteristic of the architecture of the period They are now occupied by Arabs 
who are living there with their zenanas and have made the locality extremely 
filthy The evacuation of the rooms has been approved by Oovernment, and 
when that is effected, it is intended to lepair thoroughly the rooms and the road 
between them, so as to make an attractive passage to the interior of the I'ort 

A note has also been submitted to Government on the conservation of the 
interesting monument called the Chor Gumbad Local tradition vittnbutes this 
name to the ciuondam occupation of the monnment by lobbers , but the building 
has a set of rooms arranged in a labyrinth * Bhul hhiilavvaii ’ so common in Indian 
Muslim arclntectuie The name Chor Gumbad, I am inclined to think, refers 
rather to this arrangement than to its association with thieves The monument 
is of considerable dimensions , the interior, which consists of a hall only m the 
ground flat, measures 74 x 6f) ft , and the dome rises to a height of about too ft 
from the ground There arc tuirets at the four corners of the building, sur- 
mounted by small kiosks The Choi Gumbad is a picturesque feature m the 
landscape of Gulbarga, its laige dome being visible from a distance of several 
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miles The building is stiuctur.illy sound, but to give it an air of neatness such 
measures as the relaying of the floor, the lepairs ot the ](ili screens, the renewal 
ot the decayed plaster and the ieiieing and tidying of the compound were recom- 
mended to Ooveriiment, <uid have subsequently been approved 

In the Oulbarga district, a place of great interest to the antiquary, is the old 
town of Nagai, an impoitant provincial seat in the time of the later Chalukya 
dynasty Tlie jilace has been visited by seveial scholars, Hult^sch, Sastri, etc , 
but no one lias thoroughly exploied the site, which holds a vast treasure of antiqui- 
ties Mr R Narasimhachar in his last {iqiq-i 5) has noticed the 

contents of a Chalukyaii msciiption from Nagai, an cstampage of which was 
sent to him by Mr T Strmivas, my Honorary Assistant, through his fathei-m- 
l.uv, Mr Rajagopal Filial During my \ isit to the place I was able to find five 
new large records, and subsequently corresponded with various scholars regarding 
then decipherment The late Dr I'leet, who was also consulted in the matter, 
evinced very great interest m the t'pigraphs, but in view ol his failing health as 
.ilso of otlier calls 011 his leisure he was unable to undertake the editing of the 
inscriptions and advised me to entrust the work to a scholar who had more time 
at his disposal It is in such matter^ that the Department badly feels the need 
of <in Assistant for I vpigniphy, because the decipherment of the inscriptions of 
the Dominions will go a long way towaids filling up the lacunai which at present 
exist m the history of Southern India 

Another ruined town similar to Nagai is Rajkonda in the Nalgonda distiict, 
situated about tin rtv -five miles south-east of Hydenibad Mr T Strmivas has 
written a detailed a 1 tide on the antiquities of the place, which is published 
in the Journal of tiu Hyderabad Archrcolo^ical Sociely (July, iqi 6 ) Rajkonda 
has seven unpublished inscriptions m Telugu, and the mist of uncertainty which 
hangs {)ver the history of the town may be, m part, removed when these records 
are fully deciphered There is also a Muslim inscription there dated 889 A H 
(1484 A I) ), during the reign of Mahmud vShah Bahmani I have appended a 
translation of the inscription to Mr vStrmivas’ article It is m Arabic and records 
the erection ot a mosque by one Malik Aii-Ni‘niat, son of Mubarak The mosque 
into which the inscription is built seems to have been originally a Hindu temple , 
and Malik An-Ni‘mat was obviously the Bahmani governor who converted the 
temple into a mosque 

In Hyderabad and its suburbs the outstanding feature of the year’s woik is 
tlie survey of the historical monuments of the Dolconda Fort A map showing all 
the archaeological buildings has been published to enable the antiquary to study 
the various monuments and sites with convenience The recommendation of 
conservation measures had lieen deterred till tlie preparation of the map , but now 
that it IS ready, a systematic campaign is in contemplation for the thorough 
repair of these imjiortant monuments 

\t a distance ol four miles to the south of Golconda lies the historic tomb 
of Mir ‘Abid Chin Qalich Khan, the grandfather of the fiist Nizamu- 1 -Mulk It 
stands within an enclosure where some other members of the Asafya family have 
been buried In the second siege of (iolconda Fort by the Impel lal tioops one 



of Mir ‘Abid’s hands was blown olf by a cannon ball, and he succumbed to the 
injury within three da} s A note h<is been communicated to the hAcksiaslical 
Department on the conseivation ol the monument 

In the vicinity ot the tomb of Qalich ^an the leinams ol e.irth-works 
thrown up by the army ot Auranpj/eb to bombard the (lolconda luirt from the 
south, from which side they ultimately succeeded m capturing the Fort, may 
still be seen 

At Kllora, extensive opeiations have been tamed out which have added 
greatly to the general appearance of the monuments theie vSir John Marshall 
visited the caves m January, ipih (Isfandar i ’,25 F ) and was fully satisfied with 
the repairs already executed, but, in order to exhibit these fine monuments to 
lull advantage, as also to make their structural condition absolutely sound, he 
proposed a further programme of conservation, which has subsequent! v been 
approved by Government, and estimates aie now being prepared by the 
Public Works Department based on it The q^rincipal items ot conseivation 
recommended by Sir John Marshall consist of (i) an improved drainage in 
caves IV— VII, X, XIV, XVI, XIX \, XXX and XXXI, (2) the reidacement 
of ill-constructed pillars and props, which were inserted a few years ago and 
detracted from the appearance of the monuments, by new piers of well-chisellcd 
masonry, aligned as far as possible with the old columns, in caves V -VH, 
XIV — XV and XXXIV, (^) the repair to the top floor of the gallery on the 
south side of the Kailasa, (4) the repair to the upper storey of the gateway of the 
same cave, which is 111 a perilous state, and (5) the retention of the great mass 
of rock which is slipping from its bed on the west side <fl the court m the Indra 
Sabha 

At Ajanta the new feature ot the year’s work is the appointment of a Curatoi , 
whose duty on the one hand is to stop the possibility of acts of vandalism, such 
as removing the frescoes or disfiguring the paintings, on the othei to offer 
facilities to students of Indian art to study the frescoes Mr Sayyid Ahmad , 
who has been appointed to the post of the Curator, is an artist of great 
promise He was one of the party of Indian painters who helped I^ady 
Herringham in copying the Ajanta frescoes Mr Sayyid Ahmad’s work m 
Dady Herringham’ s book is of considerable merit, and shows a trained eye and 
a well-practised hand 

At Jalna (or Jalnapur), a town of considerable imjiortance in the Muslim 
period of the history of the Deccan, there are some interesting mosques of 
the mixed Hindu and Muslim style One of these, the Mosque of Ilahdad 
Khan (PI I), contains pillars carved m the Hindu style The mosque, accord- 
ing to the inscription built into it, was constructed by Muhammad b Malik- 
(Jhiyathu-d-din of Kirman, a governor of the Qutb vShahi kingdom, 985 a 11 
(1577AD)' 

The fort at Jalna is a modern structure built by Qabil Khan m 1147 a 11 


I Tin inscription is follows — 

s A a AW lJXc Ij l\j 
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(1734 A D ) during the reigii of Muhammad Shah ' It is constructed of small 
bricks and is now in a ruinous condition At Jalna another interesting momi- 
ineiit, the conservation of which has been approved by Government, is the Kali 
Masjicl, so called on account of the free use of black basalt in its masonry Ac- 
cording to the inscri])tion carved over the doorway of the mosque it was built by 
Jamshed Wian in 985 a h {1577 ad)® 

In July, igifi (Shahriwar, 25 Fash) I visited the remains at Patancheru, 
eighteen miles North-West of Hyderabad. The place seems to have been once an 
important centre of Jama worship, because some colossal statues (10 to 14 feet 
in length) of Mahavira and other Tirthankaras are lying about in different parts 
of the town , and new images are said to be discovered by the inhabitants of the 
place while digging the eaith tor laying foundations At the North-Western 
extremity of the town there is a mound over which houses have been built 
At the back of the houses some beautiful Hindu images are lying It appears 
Irom the architectural remains *111 the Northern part of the Deccan— Ellora, 
Bodhan (Nizamabad), Warangal, etc —that the attitude of the ruling princes 111 
these parts was favourable to the lama religion from the 7th to the loth century, 
A D , and the laith was in a flourishing condition But later on a diffeient spirit 
seems to have prevailed, and the worshippers of Siva and Vishnu either ruthlessly 
destroyed the J ama temples or converted them into shrines of their own faith 
The temples ot Patancheru evidently met a similar fate at the hands of the devout 
Brahman, and no vestige ot them now remains except the large statues which 
are found buried in mounds or under the Brahiiianical constructions 
i-xcavation In February (Farwardin) excavations were conducted by me at the instance 

of Sir John Marshall near Maula ‘All The object of the operations was to 
examine a group oi the megalithic remains, a subject in which several members 
of the Hyderabad Archaeological Society are interested , especially Mr h Munn 
and Dr Iv H Hunt, who are very enthusiastic in their investigations Remains 
of this type exist in Gulbarga, Raichflr, Nalgonda, Warangal, Karimnagar and 
Nizamabad districts of the Dominions, and reports about them were communi- 
cated to Colonel Meadows Taylor in the early fifties, which were subsequently 
incorporated in his valuable contributions to the Journals of the Bombay Branch 
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of the Royal Asiatic Society and the Royal Irish \cadcmy The leinaiiis, as re- 
gards their form and contents, are identical with those in Southern India, on 
which a vast literature exists from the pens of Captain Mackenzie, Rev Maurice 
Phillips, Messrs J Walhouse and Congreve, and Captain Robert Cole in the 
earlier days, and Messrs Bruce Foote, Breeks, Rea and Longluirst in later times 
These scholars have classified the remains as follows — 

(1) Cairns Tumuli of various heights and dimensions, made of earth and 

loose stones, containing a stone or clay coffin ' , or urn laid at various 

depths, and having a single or double ring of stones on the surface 

(2) Cromlechs Stone circles containing a stone coffin paitly or fully visible 

(3) Dolmens Stone coffins built on the surface of the earth with one side 

having a hole or being completely open 

(4) Avenues Squares arranged m vertical or diagonal lines, bearing wide 

stone slabs m their middle 

The remains at Maula ‘Ali fall under the first and the second classes, the 
Northern group of which may be styled ‘ cairns ’ , and the Western ‘ cromlechs ’ 
vSome of these remains were opened by Dr Bell for Colonel Meadows Taylor , but 
no report of the excavations is available now, except a brief note 111 the latter’s 
paper published m the J B R A S 

Our operations were confined to rfie noithern group only, which stands on 
barren, rocky country and occupies an aiea ot thirty to forty acres The cairns 
are of various sizes, eight to thirty-three feet m diameter, and where the stone 
circles and the tumuli have not been disturbed, they rise two to four feet above 
the surface of the earth The stones of the circle are roughly hewn, and, m most 
cases, they are twenty-foui m numbei , where the ring is too small to take in 
twenty-four stones, the reniamdei are jilaced inside the circle The loose stone 
and earth packing was found to a depth of from four to six feet, when the top 
slab of the cist, which stood 111 the middle of the cairn, was reached Pottery 
and other articles weie generally not found above this level , but 111 one instance 
a number of earthen surahis (water flagons), small pots, cups, saucers, and an 
iron ring, obviously belonging to a hatchet, were discovered under the loose stone 
and earth packing immediately over the cist' The siort/us arc black polished 
pottery and are well shaped, differing slightly 111 form from the modern surahis 
of the Deccan 

Each cist consisted ot six slabs, tour foimmg the four walls, and the othei 
two the hd and the base The side slabs protruded on either side of the head 
and foot slabs which were fitted in between them The side slabs varied from 
six to ten feet 111 length, and weie five to seven and a half feet m height The 
cists from inside measured vSix and a half to three and a half feet in length, foui 
to two feet in breadth , and six and a quarter to four teet 111 depth The cists 
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were oriented North with flight inclinations to East and West, probably due to 
the surmise of the bnriers of the dead in determining the true North 

Around the cist, on <i level with the floor (eight to thirteen feet below the 
natural ground level), jiottery of various sizes and foims was tound There were 
pots, small and large, with ring stands, cups, saucers, dishes and censers, which 
were identical in form and manufacture with those dug out m Southern India ‘ 
The largest pots were about five and a half feet in diameter, and two and three- 
qu.irtersfeet in height, and the smallest were only a few inches m cncumference 
The mouth of the pot had both plain and ornamental designs, and they were 
led as well as black in colour The surface of the smaller vessels had a sort of 
glaze, but experts have decided that it was merely polished by rubbing it 
with the juice of Tuthi or Abutilon Indicum, a mucilaginous juice, somewhat 
like gum, that is used in India at the present day to give a gloss to black 
e.irthenwaie The surface can be scratched with a knife though it resists mois- 
ture After lubbing the surface with the juice the vessel was again fired and a 
species of smear was thus produced which resisted acids and water But on 
examining the edges of broken vessels no thickness of glaze either outside or in- 
side w<is observed ' The pottery bears considerable resemblance to the potteiy 
found 111 similar tombs in Egyjit, ChalcUea and Assyria, although the clay 
there is much finer, and in India the use of handles is altogether avoided The 
analogy, howevei, as regards a vessel, shaped like a laige champagne glass, 
which I have called ‘ censer ’ , is complete ' The offering of incense to the dead 
was one of the ceremonial rites of the Egyptians, and some archdeologists, on the 
strength of some paintings m Egyptian tombs, where persons are represented 
with long ])ipes blowing incense into the sarcophagi! through an aperture, are led 
to believe that a similar ceiemonial existed in India, and that the holes m dolmens 
were for the jnnpose of offering incense at different periods * The pottery was 
found arranged m rather a curious way — sometimes m clusters, sometimes m rows 
of single pots Small pots, saucers and cups v/ere dug out from the interior of 
the cist, which probably contained food for the dead loi his journey m the next 
world Through percolation of ram- water during many a century fine earth had 
been washed into the cist, and the original contents being mixed up with the earth 
had so disintegrated, that it was difficult to analyse their composition 

The weapons which were discovered consisted of iron knives, daggers, 
hatchets and axes The daggers and knives were iound within easy reach of the 
right hand oi the corpse Hatchets were discovered outside the cist, either to the 
left side or neai the head slab The weapons are similar m form and manufac- 
ture to those dug out m the tumuli in other parts of India ’’ In one cairn a small 
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circular iron lamp suppoittd on thice bars was found to the Ictt (west) ot the cist 
In another a metal cup {ji)% copper, 21% tin) was discovered at the northeiii 
extremity of the cairn Another find of great interest was the Iragments of a 
copper (probably bronze) bell which were dug up inside the cist of the cairn 
coiitammg the three-legged iron-lamp The bell was an object ol superstitious 
regard among the Celto-vScythiaii people, who buried it in their graves In 
earlier days Captain Dona also dug out two bells, one at Mania ‘AH and the 
other at Narkailpalh, and sent them to Colonel Meadows Tayloi 

The individual tumuli m this large group, which must have remained a 
burial ground for several centuries, obviously belong to different periods In c)iu 
excavations the largest cairns proved to be the oldest, and the skeletons in them 
had either coinjiletely decayed 01 were in such stages of decay, as to make a study 
of the skull or the bones impossible However, by the outlines of the decayed 
bone it could be determined that the dead were interred in the ‘ protracted ’ 
position, and that the length ot the body was 5' 4'' to In one ot the smaller 

cairns the remains of the skeleton were found m a somewhat bettei state of 
preservation, but still very friable With the help of an expert it may be possible 
to take usetul measurements ot the skull 

In June (Amurdad) a trip to Raigir, wheie Mr I, Muiin had previously made 
excavations, was arranged by Di E H Hunt and some other members of the 
Hyderabad Arclueological Society, and I accompanied them The tumuli at 
Raigir were of the same type as those at Mania ‘AH, North group, and the finds 
apparently presented no extraordinary features The pots dug out from the caiin 
were taken to Hyderabad by me, and while cleaning them I noticed peculiar 
marks on them I brought them to the notice of Mi A Hydan, and, later on, 
also to that of the Hyderabad Arclueological Society, m .1 meeting held on the 
2Qth June, ipit) (24th Amurdad, 132s E ) 

In the beginning there was some suspicion as to the oiigin ol the marks , 
but when I pointed out similar marks on the pottery which was brought to the 
meeting by Dr Hunt, and had been previously cleaned by him, my discoveiy 
gamed confidence The matter was subsequently referred to Sir John Marsludl 
and several other scholais 111 the countiy and abioad After a careful examina- 
tion of the marks Sir John Marshall thought that the discovery might lead to 
interesting results, and advised me to inspect the collection of prehistoric 
antiquities in the Madras Museum, with a view to ascertain whether marks of this 
type existed on the pottery there, and if so, to make a systematic collection ot 
them I propose to pay a visit to the Madras Museum in early November, and 
have asked for the sanction of Government for the purpose 

The marks seem to have been scratched with a sharp-pointed instrument 
probably in imitation of a primitive custom which prevailed in ancient countries, 
to wit in Assyria, where the characters were imprevSscd on unbaked terra-cotta 
cylinders and tables with a small cnneilorin stylus The m.irks occur in groups 
of three, and their arrangement on the circular surface ol the pottery — each mark 
occurring at a distance of 120 degrees from the other — is somewhat jiecnhar 
But they bear a striking resemblance to some of the Pali letters and also to the 
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old CretcUi, Mycenian, Ktruscaii and Lybiaii oliaracteife. There is considerable 
evidence from independent sources of the intimate connection of the inhabitants 
of Ancient India with the people of Assyria, Chaldaea, Babylonia, Egypt and the 
Mediterranean countries, and it is not unlikely that when these marks aie care- 
fully studied and arranged they will add their quota of proof in that connection 
The marks as hitherto noticed may be copied thus ' * — 
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Of the inscriptions discovered during the year the most important records 
are the Daulatabad plates, of Jagadekamalla, the existence of which was reported 
to the Department by Mr D B Kamat, Assistant Inspectoi of Schools, in the 
Aurangabad District I immediately borrowed the plates from the owner, a 
hamva, through the good offices of Nawab Barzoo Jang’, Subedar, Aurangabad, 
and arranged with Mr D R Bhandarkar regarding their decipherment The 
plates will be published as No 2 of the Hvdcrahad Archcvological Series Their 
chief interest lies m the fact that they give the earliest date (May, 1017 a d ) 
of the reign of king Jagadekamalla of the later Chalukya dynasty 

The important Kakatya inscriptions of Pakhal, Ramappa and Uparpalli 
which were briefly noticed sometime ago by Dr Hultzsch, have been carefully 
copied by me, and a set of their estampages forwarded for decipherment to 
ly D Barnett, who has evinced great interest m the epigraphy of His Highness’ 
Dominions It may be interesting to note that the Hyderabad Arclueological 
Society m appreciation of Dr Barnett’s scholarly writings on Deccan epigraphy 
have elected him an Honorary Membei of the Society 

In the domain of research m Muslim epigraphy a noteworthy feature is the 
publication of the nine Gokonda Fort inscriptions in the ensuing number of the 
Epigra-phia Indo-Moslemua Only twm of these inscriptions have hitherto been 
noticed, and the rest are now being deciphered for the first time Among the 
new inscriptions one is of great importance, because it describes the first siege 
of Golconda by Prince Muhammad (son of Aurangzeb) in 165b a d , and states 
that the gallant defence of the Fort under General Musa ^lan and the death of 
Mir-i'Miran of the Imperial army by a shot from the Deccan guns, was the prin- 
cipal cause ol the conclusion of the peace Some of the inscriptions are interest- 
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mg from a paLcographicdl point of view, their models being designed by Persian 
calligraphists 

A discoveiy of some historical interest was that ol nine gold coins and a Numismatics 
horde of copper which was reported to me by the Taluqdar of P.irbhani 
A request has been made to Government to acquire the coins lot the Depart- 
ment The legends, etc , of the gold coins have been described in appendix G , 
the dabs have not been carefully examined yet 

Owing to the war the Hyderabad Museum is not yet a fail accompli , although Museum 
the preliminaries regarding this much-needed institution were settled in the 
early part of last year The chief difficulty is to secure, on a moderate pay, the 
services of a suitable peison for the post ot the Curator, because much of the suc- 
cess of the institution will depend upon tlie knowledge, experience and energy 
of its first Curator The chief feature of the Museum will be its economic side, 
and the Curator, therefore, besides possessing some artistic taste generally, must 
have a first-hand knowledge of the ciafG and industiies of the country (lOvern- 
ment have sought the advice of several experts m the matter, and it is hoped 
that a qualified person will soon be appointed to the post 

The Hyderabad Arclueological Society had a most successful year , nine 
meetings being held and several valuable papers lead The tiaiisaetions ot the society 
vSociety have been published in thefoim of a Journal, two numbers of which weie 
issued during the year It is a great pleasure to lecord the fact that the earnest 
and unpretentious work of this institution has been highly commended by savants 
m India and abroad In v^septembei , rqib ( Vban 1325 h' ), the Hon’ble Mr b M 
Fraser, c.si , ci E , whose interest 111 the pieservation of monuments m othei 
parts of India is well known, was elected to the office of the President of the 
Society, which had fallen vacant owing to the lamentable death of Sir Alex.nider 
Pmhey

Besides this, the vSupeimtendent contributed two articles to the fournal of 
the Hyderabad Aichccological Society, one detailed pajier on the monuments of 
Bidar 'to the Annual Report of the Director Geneml of Arclneology, Part II, 

1914-15, and two essays on Islamic records to the ensuing number of the Epif^ra- 
phia Indo-Moslemica 

Seventy-two new^ volumes have been added to the library of the Department, Library 
of which twenty have been purchased and the rest are donations from differ- 
ent governments, learned societies, and private bodies On the constitution ol 
the Department the Assistant Financial Minister was pleased to transfer a large 
number of the eailier volumes of the fournal Asiatiqiie and the Journal oi the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal, belonging to the old Gazetteer Library, to the Depart- 
ment But as these volumes are not continuous and as the issues tor the last ten 
or twelve years are altogether wanting, the Department, m view of (he importance 
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of theso publications, is anxious to complete their sets To achieve this object 
the annual giant of B (i Rs 500 for books is not adequate, especially when we 
consider the high jniccs ot books on Indian arclijcology During the year under 
lepoit more than BG Rs qoo were spent on the purchase of only five books, 
(i) Lady Herrmgham’s A junta Frescoa, (2-3) Fergusson’s Caivl Temples of India 
and Architecture of Hindostan, (4) Coomaraswami’s Rajput Paintings, and (5) 
Monographs on Archieology and Epigraphy, published by the Bombay (ioverii- 
ment It is therefore reqiiestecl that a separate grant of B Ci Rs 1,000 be sanc- 
tioned by (Government to complete the sets of the above-mentioned / ournals 

PhotoRraphs One hundred and twentv-one photogiaphs have been taken and a complete 

set of them has been, as usual, submitted to Government Several of these 
photographs, typical of the style of the Architecture and Sculpture of Dekhan, 
have been reproduced m this Report, because last year’s endeavour to popularise 
tlie study ol Indian Arch.eology by illustrative plates with suitable chronological 
hints, has proved to be useful A list of the negatives is given in Appendix Iv

the old monuments at Pakhal, Palampet, Borlapalh and Uparpalli, which have 
hitherto not been fully noticed by archaeologists These places were important 
political and religious centres in the palmy days of the Kakatya dynasty of 
Warangal, and they possess monuments and records of very great interest to the 
architect and the historian In January I intend to visit Biloh (Nanded), Jalna, 
Elloni, Paithaii, and other places of archaeological interest in the Aurangabad 
district February will be devoted to the opening of cairns in various parts of the 
Dominions, and March, as usual, to the writing of the Annual Report In the hot 



weather or rainy season it is intended, if ])ractica1)lc, to exploie some Taliiq.is of
